I remember it as it was in the 
second great war in those tense 
days after Pearl Harbor when 
the nation’s sea defenses were 
reduced to a pitiful, gallant 
skeleton of a navy, in which all 
the officers were grim and wor- 
ried, their lips thin, their faces 
drawn, and their eyes red from 
_loss of sleep. I can feel yet, the 
spirit which was running through 
it in early 1945. The Nazis were 
giving ground, but dangerous as 
running wolves. And in Russia 
the Red army: our trusted allies 
then, was slowly bringing its 
great weight into play. 


And in 1930 

The depression years were a 
time to see Washington. The ex- 
citement of Roosevelt’s person- 
ality had caught it up and given 
jt vitality. It was a change from 
the dreadful, still, fearful months 
of Hoover’s last two years. In 
the stillness of -Washington one 
could actually hear the thin, dry 
pulsing of locusts in the hot, de- 
caying summer of 1930. 

But, I think the most fabu- 
lous Washington of all time, the 
most wonderful, the most cor- 
rupt, the most vital, and the most 
confused and glorious, must have 
been the Washington from 1860 
to 1865. We know it only from 
books, of course, but the picture 
of it is clear. 

In 1860 the general in command 
of the Army was older than the 
Capital itself. This was old Win- 
field Scott, a vain, corpulent man, 
jealous and pompous, who was 
giver to admiring his own gross 
legs when having a-footbath. His 
secretary recorded that fact. He 
had defeated the British in 1814 
and he was already regarded as a 
man of age when he had led the 
Army to victory over Mexico in 
1848. He could no longer sit on 
his horse, bui he wore the huge 
epaulettes and yellow sash which 
were the fashion of the time. 

The city was grandiose and 
muddy. Foreign diplomats 
laughed at its raw crudeness. 
There were only. six build- 
ings. There was the Capitol, not 
yet finished, with scaffolding 
about the upper part of it. There 
was the Mansion, the Post Of- 
fice, the Patent office, Jreas- 
ury and the Smithsonian -Insti- 
tution. Today it is one of the 
most beautiful cities in the world. 


Garrison City 

We have never been ready for 
a war. I would liked to have 
seen the first troops arrive in 
1861. Some were dressed in 
gaudy uniforms, replete with 
white gloves and plumes. Others 
were in homespun. They were 
to be robbed by profiteers, to die 
of typhoid and dysentery in the 
garbage-ridden, filthy fly- 
scourged city. It was overrun 
with scarlet ladies, and as the 
war went on, officers created 
scandals by escorting the more 
notorious of these to balls and 
the opera. The troops drilled in 
the streets, were drunken and 
rowdy in the streets, fired rifles 
and pistols down the streets, 
and caused many a decent citl- 
zen to move out of the Capital. 

They went out, finally, to fight 
at a place across the river in Vir- 
ginia called Bull Run. They 
went as if to picnics. The con- 
gressmen hired carriages and 
bought the restaurants 
picnic baskets. Champagne and 
bourbon whisky flowed on trains, 
in the carriages and among the 
troops. It was a huge picnic ex- 
cursion. 

Their return was pathetic and 
tragic. There were fathers with 
the bodies of their sons in 
Wagons and carriages. 
were wounded men and well 
men, sullen and angry, tearing 
down fences to build fires along 
Pennsylvania avenue and side 
streets. It was a “woe begone 
rabble.” Not many persons real- 
ized the Marines covered that 
retreat and kept it from being 
a complete disaster. Fear ran 
through the city then, and the 
Confederates could have taken it, 
but they, too, were an untrained 
army and were in victory still a 
rabble. They delayed and the 
chance was lost. 

I would like to have seen it 
then—and in the years after 
with Lincoln walking its streets.

Prophets of doom and economic ruin for 
the South don’t check with the facts. Doom 
for whom and economic ruin for whom? 


Although we are still behind the rest of 


the country in wealth and income, we nar- 
rowed the gap between 1929 and 1949. A 
United States Commerce Department report 
reveals that the economy of the region is 
“one of the most dynamic in the nation.” 
Per capita income has increased rapidly, 
jumping from 51 per cent of the national 
average in 1929 to 65 per cent in 1949. It is 
still improving. 

Georgia’s per capita income during the 
period increased 160 per cent, while in South 
Carolina the rise was 210 per cent. 

At the end of August, the number of 
Georgians gainfully employed in industry 
and commerce had reached an all-time high 
of 841,800. 

This means that more Georgians are en- 
gaged in producing goods and services, which 
in turn promotes the welfare of more of her 
people, than at any time in history. It means 
that more Georgians have more to spend 
under our system of free enterprise to pro- 
vide the needs of themselves and their fami- 
lies. It means an expanding economy geared 
to meet the demands of more wage earners, 
providing greater opportunity for all.

During the 20-year period, 1929-1949, 
the South’s economy changed from a pre- 
dominantly agricultural one to diversifica- 
tion.

The changing picture in the South is by 
no means finished. The Southern Assocfation 
of Science and Industry says the synthetic 
fiber industry expects to increase its annua!

Every once in awhile one who loves to 
follow the hounds asks, “Why do you pick 
on the poor foxes?” 

What he means is that The Constitution 
has been placing part of the blame for rabies 
in Georgia on the slinking fellow. 

A Coweta County farmer has been under- 
going treatment following an attack by a 
fox, The Newnan Times-Herald reports. As 
the man went into his chicken yard to in- 
vestigate a noise, the fox attacked him. The 
farmer’s dog chased the intruder into the 
highway and into the path of an automobile. 

The car killed the varmint, which is one 
way to eliminate ’em, even if the hard way. 

The fox was no “lone wolf.’”’ Back in the 
chicken yard, the farmer. found a brother 
reynard and killed it. Subsequent examina- 
tion showed both animals had rabies. 

Troup County has put a $2 bounty on 
foxes following the discovery of five rabid 
ones in the county in recent weeks. In Meri- 
wether, 15 cattle have died from rabies be- 
lieved to have been contracted from fox bites. 

Sorry, Mr. Foxhunter, the evidence is 
against the sly object of your nocturnal 
chases. 

We'll have to continue to insist on his 
extermination. Unless, of course, you prom- 
ise to round up all the foxes in Georgia, kill 
the rabid ones and have the others inoculated 
before you turn them loose.

The Taft Book Should 


Have Been Loose-Leaf 


James Reston, New York Times Washing- 
ton writer, discussing the evolution of Sena- 
tor Taft’s ideas on foreign policy, slyly 
gests that this policy has “not only changed, 
“but is moving all the time. 

In 1940, Senator Taft said that “War is 
even worse than a German victory.” Cor- 
nered with the quote, he stood on it the other 
day. He said that never did the Nazis menace 
the security of the United States itself and 
that there would have been no such menace 
had the British fallen, “and particularly after 
the Russians had entered the war against the 
Germans.” 

He then adds that a Soviet overthrow of 
the British Isles today would threaten the 
United States and could not for a moment be 
contemplated. The difference between a 
Britain in Nazi hands a decade ago and 
a Britain in Russian hands now, he points 
out, lies primarilv in the difference be- 
tween the power of the airplane as a weapon 
then and now. 

Such amazing reasoning! Just what the 
Germans or the Russians would have been 
doing in the intervening 10 vears he does not 
disclose, nor does he reveal how overrunning 
the British ‘Isles then would have made the 
airplane a less powerful weapon today. 

In his book on foreign policy, the senator 
favors an albiance with Britain, the rearma- 
ment of the United States and Europe, a de- 
fensive ring around the West ranging from 
Japan to Germany, and safety of the Suez 
Canal. 

Reston points out that on May 10, 1946,

in cotton textiles and promises to become one 
of the nation’s most important industrial as- 
sets. 

Dr. Soday points out that virtually every 
large chemical company in the country now 
has one or more plants located in the South 
and a recent report discloses that one-half of 
the total investments and inventories of the 
DuPont company is now located in this 
region. Orlon, nylon, rayon, and other new 
fibers are coming out of the South, which 
has an abundance of the necessary raw ma- 
terials.

The field of synthetics is only one of the 
many expanding native industries. Today the 
South has 3,500 plants in the million-dollar 
class. Excluding the defense industry, with 
its billion-dollar installations at Tullahoma, 
Tenn., and Augusta, these plants are to be 
joined by hundreds of others during the next 
decade, barring war. 

The section’s development as a primary 
field for research programs in the defense ef- 
fort has already grown to large proportions. 
Actual defense production at plants like 
Lockheed at Marietta is affecting the econ- 
omy of the entire region, with by-products 
of the military research programs going into 
new developments for industry and agricul- 
ture. 

The greatest economic benefits to the 
South from all the big military projects le 
not in the millions spent for construction and 
operation, but in development of new tech- 
nological skills among the people. Many of 
the country’s top engineers are serving as the 
Instructors. : 

Since the Korean War started, more than 
150 new million-dollar plant additions have 
been made in 14 Southefn states, with some 
units involving more than $50,000,000 each. 
Here in Georgia plans are going ahead for 
one of the biggest naval installations in the 
country, a $50,000,000 depot near Macon. 

Prophets of doom’ should take a good look 
at this scene of the South. There is nothing 
but optimism in the picture. Far from the 
impending doom, it shows a growing section 
which is rapidly becoming one of the most 
segments of United States eco- 
nomic provider of raw materials, 
while developing new industries, new mar- 
kets, new skills, and new wealth.

Tough Strains 
On West Alliance 


W ASHINGTON-In

curial way, the American policy makers have be- 
come a lot more hopeful about Soviet purposes 


in these last months. The theory is that Western rearmament, al- 


though miserably retarded and very far from complete, has at 
least gone far enough to inspire the Kremlin with real fear of a 
major war. Enough faith is placed in this theory so that a slow- 
down of Western rearmament is actually being discussed in some 


quarters. 

Unfortunately this new opti- 
mism about the Kremlin’s in- 
tentions, which is largely based 
on expert judgment, is just 
about counterweighted by hard 
facts giving rise to pessimism of 
a different kind. There may be 
less reason to worry about what 
the Kremlin is going to do; but 
there are certainly more rea- 
sons to worry about the in- 
ternal difficulties of the West- 
ern alliance. 

Some of these are simple 
military difficulties. 


The really important dif- 
ficulties, however, are those 
which reveal heavy and per- 
haps unbearable strains on 
the fundamental structure of 
the W n alliance itself. 
Among these, the most im- 
portant is the recurrence of 
economic-financial crisis in 
Britain and France. 


Flights from both sterling 
and the franc are now in full 
progress. The British, who be- 
gan the year with hard cur- 
rency reserves of above $4,000,- 
000,000, lost ‘over $650,000,000 
from their reserves in the quar- 
ter ending Sept. 30, and another 
$320.000,000 in the month of 
October - alone. Withdrawals 
from reserves continuing at this 
rate will bankrupt Britain, to- 
tally, finally and irrevocably, in 
not too many months’ time.

Again, in the Middle East, 
another fearful strain is being 
produced by what may be 
called the disintegration of the 
flanks of the Western alliance. 
The position in Egypt, which has 
been described at length in re- 
ports from the scene in this 
space, is already downright ter- 
rifving. The State Department's 
efforts to cover the gaping 
wound in Iran with a nice little 
pink band-aid have finally 
broken down, as was inevitable. 
The whole of the Middle East, 
one of the world’s three great 
strategically vital areas, is 
deeply inflamed. Again, a real 
cure will demand most radical 
measures. 

The danger, then, has shifted. 
While the imminent risk of 
Kremlin aggression has grown 
much less, another imminent 
risk, of a serious break-down 
within the Western alliance, has 
grown much greater. It is six 
of one and half a dozen of the 
other. For the moment the 
Western alliance is immobilized 
or even greatly weakened by 
such a break-down, the risk of 
Kremlin aggression will agaiff 
become very great.

WASHINGTON—Governor Warren of Cali- 
fornia became more than just another candidate 
when he followed Senator Taft of Ohio to make 

it two who have announced publicly that they are. seeking the 
Republican presidential nomination. He is recognized as the No. 1 
“dark horse,” for one thing. For another, which affects his party 
as a whole, he becomes from now on an important factor in its 


decisions as to candidate, platform and direction 


from now and 


up to and through next July’s convention. 


This is not only because of 
his long practical experience in 
state and national politics, but 
also, and pointedly, because he 
will control a fat bunch of votes 
at that convention. California's 
delegation now is second larg- 
est, along with Pennsylvania, 
to that of New York. That gives 
him effective bargaining power 
and, in fact, strengthens the 
voice of the whole West. 


As to his own chances for 
the nomination, they would 
seem to depend, viewed this 
far ahead, on the possibility 
of a deadlock between Sena- 
tor Taft and General Eisen- 
hower. That might happen. 
Certainly, there has not been 
seen in a long time such in- 
tense activity so early in be- 
half of rival candidates as 
that now by the Taft and 
Eisenhower promoters. Each 
camp is in deadly earnest, 
and they seem headed for a 
head-on collision at the con- 
vention. 


This early activity by the two 
admittedly leading candidates 
prompted Governor Warren's 
formal announcement earlier 
than had been expected. After 
all, it does not hurt for a “dark 
horse” to show off his paces, 
too. 


As between Senator Taft and 
General Eisenhower, it is known 
that Governor Warren would 
prefer the latter. He is strictly 
anti-Taft in viewpoint and 
philosophy. On the other hand, 
however, he has exhibited no 
great enthusiasm for the gen- 
eral. ‘He sidetracked deftly a 
tie-up of California with the 
eastern New  York-Pennsyl- 
vania axis for General Eisen- 
hower, which was the aim of 
Governor Dewey and Senator 
Duff of Pennsylvania. That 
would have been a most for- 
midable early combination for 
the Eisenhower movement. 


There is plenty of time. Gov- 
ernor Warren seemingly in- 
tends to be patient—and watch- 
ful—in his own interest. If a 
deadlock should not materialize 
with the golden opportunity for 
him, there might be at least the 


handsome silver ornament, so to 
speak, of a cabinet post should 
Republicans win next year, or 
even another vice-presidential 
nomination such as he had in 
1948. if he threw his votes in- 
to the right pot at the strategie 
moment 

Governor Warren has two 
possible handicaps in the nomie- 
nation contest of which he him- 
self is fully aware. 

One is that he has become 
known, in his three terms as 
governor, as a lone operator in 
party politics. This role is in- 
fluenced by the fact that Demo- 
cratic and independent votes 
have contributed heavily to his 
Republican victories in a state 
where registration still strongly 
favors the Democrats. Also, be- 
cause of the cross-filing system 
and the confusion of party 
labels it produces, he has had 
to call on Democrats for help 
in his legislative battles. Regu- 
lar organization leaders come- 
plain about his sometimes luke- 
warm attitude toward other 
candidates on the Republican 
ticket. | 

The second handicap is the 
dubious—if not actually hostile 
—feeling toward him among 


the Republican Old Guard be- 


cause of his progressivism. Exe 
tremists among them probably 
would agree with President 
Truman’s designation of him as 
really a Democrat when the two 
met at Sacramento publicly in 
June. 1948, before the national 
convention. This incident was 
recalled by President Truman 
this week at Key West when 
asked to comment on Governor 
Warren’s announcement. He 
said the governor would make a 
fine candidate.

Her Dream Came True 


Juliette Gordon Low, founder of the 
American Girl Scouts, was born in Savannah 
in 1860. The family fortune was wiped out 
by the Civil War and she underwent all of 
the horrors of Reconstruction. The experience 
instilled in her young and brilliant mind a 
love of her native city and state that she 
never lost in all of the 67 years of her ro- 
mantic and fascinating life. Later the fam- 
ily wealth was regained and she married Wil- 
liam Low. Moving to England, she took her 
place as a leader of British society and was 
a great favorite of royalty. On the vast Low 
estates in England and Scotland she led a gay 
and happy life, devoting her time to enter- 
taining, world travel and painting. Her hu- 
manitarian heart was never affected by her 
personal luxuries and her work among the 
poor and helpless was her greatest satisfac- 
tion. Following her husband's death, she met 


Sir Baden-Powell, founder of the Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides of Great Britain. She de- 
termined to found the first troop of American 
Girl Guides (later changed to Girl Scouts) 
in Savannah. This was accomplished in 1912 
and Mrs. Low immediately set forth to es- 
tablish a national organization with Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson as its head. Unwilling to ac- 
cept financial help in the movement, she paid 
all expenses until they became so large that 
it was necessary for her to sell her pearls to 
meet them. The original organization had 
now become world-wide. When she was in- 
formed by physicians that she had only a 
short time to live (a secret she never told) 
her one desire was to see her American Girl 
Scouts hosts to the World Encampment in 
1926. Her dream came true. She returned to 
her home in Savannah and died there on Jan. 
17, 1927,

The two authors tell it this way: 

“The two men undestood one 
another well enough. Even Goer- 
ing’s vanity was flattered by the 
visit of this truly distinguished 
airman, who accepted a decora- 
tion from his hands and listened 
with gratifying attention to all 
that his host had to tell him, and 
Goering kept nothing from the 
quiet young American. 

“Together Goering and Lind- 
bergh discussed Germany's re- 
armament in the air and the evi- 
dence of »rogress which Goering 
was able to display to his guest 
deeply impressed the colonel. The 
British air forces he knew, had 
aircraft of excellent quality, but 
in depressingly small numbers. 
The air force of France was small, 
antiquated and-apparently stag- 
nant. Lindbergh observed this to 
Goering. 

SILENT UNDER ATTACKS 

“*QOh,” said the General, mag 
nificently, ‘if the French need air- 
craft I can sell them 1,000 at once.’ 

“The American and to a lesser 
extent the British press bitterly 
attacked Colone! Lindbergh for 
‘trucking to the Nazis’ in visiting 
Coering and allowing the General 
to patronize him. To those at- 
tacks ‘the colonel never replied, 
though a single statement from 
him could have silenced them.

limitation and balanced reduction 
of all armed forces and all arma- 
ments.” If it could agree on a 
plan, it would recommend to the 
secretary general the calling of a 
disarmament conference to put 
the plan into treaty form. No 
treaty that was not ratified by all 
countries ‘‘whose military forces 
are so substantial that their ab- 
sence from the program would 
endanger it’ would be valid. Al- 
though Communist China would 
not get invited to the disarmament 
commission, it would get invited 
to the disarmament conference if 
that ever should meet. 


“BALANCED REDUCTION” 


The resolution makes no attempt 
to state in detail what “balanced 
reduction” or armed forces means, 
but the intention is to keep any 
one country from holding onto a 
preponderant force in one branch, 
such as submarines, while getting 
credit for big reductions else- 
where. 

The sponsors believe they have 
made it considerably more dif- 
ficult for the Communists to dis- 
tort Western intentions. The abo- 
lition of atomic weapons, which 
the Russians have repeatedly 
charged the United States opposed, 
is here mentioned twice as an 
objective. The Russians have 
charged previous proposals with 
seeking to evade the Security 
Council. This one clearly does not. 

The Russians have insisted that 
conventional weapons could not

be limited without the limitation 
of atomic weapons. Thjs puts them 
all under one roof. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky may 
even get his disarmament confer- 
ence, but only when such a con- 
ference can work on a program 
already agreed to by the major 
powers. 

“BUGS” ELIMINATED 


Furthermore, the resolution con- 
tains no “‘bugs” obviously designed 
to make it impossible for the Rus- 
Sians to accept it, such as ex- 
clusion of Communist China from 
the potential treaty signatories or 
insistence on prior acceptance of 
the Baruch plan for atomic weap- 
ons control. The commission is, 
however, directed to take that 
plan as a basis for its program 
“without prejudice to any other 
plan that may be put forward” 
and only “unless and until a bet- 
ter or no less effective system can 
be devised.” 

Where the program yields noth- 
irfg is in its insistence on effective 
international inspection and cer- 
tification. It probably cannot be 
done, but if the Western powers 
could force the Russians into a 
position where everybody, in- 
cluding “neutrals,” could see be- 
yond a shadow of doubt that a 
Russian refusal to accept this was 
what was holding up a_ world 
settlement, they would consider 
this new disarmament campaign 
eminently worthwhile.

no quick cure for the. country’s 
complicated illnesses.

Those who still have an open mind about turkey stuffing may 
be interested in this recipe from the First Lady. Mrs. Harry S. 
Truman, whose home town of Independence, Missouri, is in the 
center of the United States, likes her stuffing for the presidential 
turkey seasoned with celery and onions, and moist but not too 
wet ogtoo dry. 


MRS. TRUMAN’S “ALL-AMERICAN” STUFFING 

12 slices dry bread 1] cup giblet stock 

1, pound butter 1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup diced onions 1, teaspoon pepper 

1 cup diced celery 1's teaspoons poultry seasoning 


Dry out bread in slow oven and cut into %-inch cubes. Put 
butter into frying pan, add onions and celery and saute until light 
brown. Add giblet stock and let simmer for five minutes. Add 
bread cubes, mix, and season with salt, pepper and poultry season- 
ing to taste. The dressing should not be too wet or too dry. It 
should be somewhat moist so that when it is done it will be light 
and fluffy. This amount will stuff a small 8 to 10-lb. turkey. For 
larged-sized bifd the amounts must be increased accordingly. 


TURKEY MAY BE THE CHOICE of many for the coming 
holiday but there will be others who will depend upon meat for 
the main dish. Seasonal increases in livestock marketings promise 
good buys in meat, some already in evidence, the American Meat 
Institute reports. Pork prices have been steadily declining since 
midsummer and these declines are expected to continue from now 
on through the winter as a near-record pig crop comes to market. 
The pork is of excellent quality, reports the Institute. This sea- 
sonal increase in the availability of pork, plus a seasonal increase 
in cattle receipts is expected to influence beef prices also. Some 
grades of beef, especially the leaner grades, are already showing 
some decline. Increasing numbers of grain-fed cattle which pro- 
duce the better grades of beef, also are starting to come to market. 
Indications are that consumers will soon get at least a slight 
break in both meat supply and prices.

Awkwardness 
Of Movement 
Mars Beauty 


By (DA JEAN KAIN 


A man’s analytical remark 
about a most attractive woman 
startled me into writing this 
particular column. Said he, “she 
looks beautiful . . . until she 
moves.” — 


The blushing truth is, many 
of Eve’s daughters do not move 
beautifully. We move hurried- 
ly or carelessly .. . tense or 
out of kilter. And awkward 
movement detracts from poise.

Graceful movement flows 
from perfect body alignment. 

Begin with the shoulders, for 

-Tigidity in the shoulder girdle 
makes for tension and awkward 
movement ... plus a pain in 
the neck. Kounovsky in “Six 
Factors of Physical Fitness,” 
suggests this practice exercise 
for active limberness through 
the shoulders. Swing left arm 
upward back, and right arm 
downward back, then hold this 
position for a few seconds. Then 
Swing the arms, reverse the 
movement, pull right arm up- 
ward and left arm downward 
back and hold. 

For spine flexibility, sit on 
the floor, extend legs straight 
out in front of body, feet to- 
gether, arms extended straight 
out, chest level. Keep a firm up- 
pull on middle muscles, and 
bend forward smoothly touch- 
ing toes with hands. Practice 
makes for fncreased flexibility. 

Now follow through, moving 
beautifully, which means to 
move from the center of bal- 
ance, the wishbone or breast 
bone. In reaching for an object 
bend forward at the waist, mov- 
ing the upper part of the bodv 
in one piece, back straight. 
Lunging with the arm would 
pull the body out of kilter and 
appear awkward. 

In sitting down, again move 
from the center of balance, 
keeping back straight. Use the 
big thigh muscles, and never 
lead with derriere. It’s ladylike 
to cross legs, provided there is 
no hitch from hip joint. Move 
with the thigh, not the gluteus 
muscle on the back of the hip 
-.. the hitch is off balance. 

A smooth walk is straight 
ahead, legs fairly close togeth- 
er to prevent an ungainly side- 
to-side list. Keep weight on the

“Some eight vears ago I rec- 
ognized the need of the city for 
this type of service. After tech- 
nical training in Chicago then 


I was prepared to start offering | 


oxygen. We've been in business 
ever since.” 


Home oxygen service came 
about due to the wartime short- 
age of hospital space. Since 
then, this provision of tents, 
masks and nasal catheters for 
use of oxygen has come to be 
of more use each year. 


Mr. Stansell emphasized one 
fact. “We can’t provide oxygen 
without a doctor’s orders,” he 
said. “Some _ sufferers from 
asthma have ordered it from 
time to time when _ doctors 
think best for them not to have 
it. We never service a home 
without medical orders.” 

This business offers service 
to towns within 100 miles of 
Atlanta. Trucks install and 
service oxygen tanks and tech- 
nicians check these installations 
twice daily. e oxygen tanks 
weigh close te 155 pounds and 
measure about five feet and 
three inches. 

Commonest requests for oxy- 
gen come from doctors for pa- 
tients with heart attacks, 
chronic esthma or other difficult 
shortness of breath. Mr. Stansell 
also services three hospitals in 
Atlanta, besides his home pro- 
visions.

‘Wonder Team Had Pep, Little Talent 


“It gives you more thrills and it’s got more pep and fire than 
any Tech team I’ve seen since the days when Joe Guyon and those 
fellows were around.” This was Oscar Davis. himself a roughneck 
tackle on the Southern champions of 1920. “They’re just a...” 
and he stopped to think for a minute. “They're just the peppiest 
bunch of football players I think I ever saw at Tech. That’s it.” 

“T wouldn’t say anv peppier than the ’39 team.” This was Owen 
Pool, the fellow with the handsome head of skin who captained the 
"26 team. “That was the liveliest Tech team before this one, but it 
didn’t have much talent. It won games on its pep and magic. 


“That was the first Tech team that went to the Orange 
Bowl, you know, called it the ‘Dream and Wonder Team.’ Not 
much talent, though. I'd say there weren't more than five real 
good players on the team, but they worked zood together and 
they were great with the magic. 


“But that was not this kind of team at all. This is the greatest 
since the Rose Bow! team of 1928. No doubt about it.” 

This is not akin to the ’28 greats that Bill Alexander took to 
Pasadena, though. The Golden Tornado of that vear was composed 
of bullish brutes who respected only those who struck back in like 
manner. It was not an artistic team, but more the overpowerirg 
type, and it had the strength and disposition to use that power in 
varied manners, all successful. 


Careful With Those Unbridled Words 


The practice of blessing an unscarred football team with great- 
ness while there aré still more rivers to be crossed is not always 
healthy. In 1948, par example, Tech mauled a good Duke team that 
was unbeaten, 19-7. The defeat came at a disheartening time for 
Wallace Wade, who was living then in an awesome shadow cast by 
Carl Snavely, who was doing business in Justices, Weiners and 
Rodgerses at North Carolina. 


Wade treated the throbbing pain of defeat that afternoon 
with words. ‘“‘This is the greatest football team I ever saw,” he 
said of Tech. Sports writers stood flap-jawed. Old-timers who 
had known the days of Hubert, Brown, Jones, Holm, Howell

Assessors’ Task Greatest 


Under ‘Plan’ 


Changeover 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


No department of Atlanta's 


government faces so difficult a 


transition period following activation of the Plan of Improvement 
next January as does the City Tax Assessors’ office. 


Application of homestead ex- 
emptions to city property for the 
first time will increase clerical 
work by one-third, the assessors 
say. Field work will increase by 
more than 100 per cent and other 
operations of the office are headed 
for complicated changes. 

Approximately 30,000 property 
owners will apply for homestead 
exemption for the first time, ac 


a 
cording to Assessors Leo Sudderth, 
J. Sid Tiller, and W. N. Blanken- 
ship. 

A plan for printing and distrib- 
uting exemption forms to probable 
claimants is slated to be recom- 
mended to City Council Monday, 
in a move to expedite the increas- 
ed volume of tax-filing. 

Under the plan, the exemption 
application would be completed by 
the taxpayer and turned in with 
his 1952 tax return, saving time 
for the assessors and the taxpayer. 

Assessors now deal with 66,000 
parcels of property and mail a 
total of 125,000 bills of various 
kinds. They expect the number of 
tax parcels to be increased ap- 
proixmately 42,000 and the num- 
ber of bills to match that figure. 

While the 1951 tax digest is pre- 
dicted at $522,000,000 the 1952 fig- 
ure probably will be close to 
$655,000,000, exclusive of home- 
stead exemption. 

Assessors believe the homestead 
exemptions will run to $79,000,000. 
Therefore, they say, with an an- 
ticipated city budget of $26,000,000 
from all tax sources, ad valorem 
taxes will produce proportion- 
ately less than the half of the 
budget it now produces. 

“But, we are getting ready to 
give taxpayers the best service 
in the city’s history,” the assessors 
said. 

“We know our personne! will be 
burdened by the new demands 
but are doing everything possible 
to anticipate our problems and to 
meet them promptly and effi- 
ciently.” 

Under the Improvement Plan, 
the city probably will levy a 
three-mill special tax on the gross 
digest for debt service and another 
seven-mil! tax for schools. Both 
these taxes will be applicable 
to the assessed value of the prop- 
erty, before homestead exemption. 

For instance, property valued at 
$5.000 would first be taxed at the 
total rate of 10 mills.

Cheers of Yesterday 


First time I ever met Jim 
Thorpe was about 1922, 10 years 
after he’d closed out his college 


football career at Carlisle In- | 


dian school by scoring 25 touch- 
downs and 198 points and win- 
ning his second halfback ap- 
pointment on Walter Camp’s 
All-America. In the next to last 


game of that 1912 season, against | 


West Point, Thorpe scored 22 
points singlehanded. The final 
score: Carlisle, 27: West Point, 6. 
On the Army team was a kid 
named Eisenhower. 


In 1951, this reporter met 
Thorpe again, backstage at our 
TV show. The intervening 29 
years had taken their physical 
toll of the great star but he still 
had the same enormous chest, 
the same friendly, slow smile.

However, a 
tablespoonful or two. of water 
should be put into the pre- 
heated utensil in order to dis- 
place air (oxygen) with steam. 

Steaming in a pressure cooker 
is excellent, provided the cook- 
ing time is checked with stop 
watch precision. Steaming with- 
out pressure is also excellent. 

If equipment for waterless 
cooking or steaming is not 
available, vegetables may be 
cooked with little nutritive loss 
in the top of a double boiler or 
sauteed, that is, fried -lightly in 
frying pan, using only enough 
fat to prevent sticking. Or 
baking and simmering in milk 
are both good methods — but, 
pleads Adelle Davis, please 
don’t boil ’em; leave that method 
of cooking to the morons.
